be well under way. Phillips 
quoted Chairman Hua 天 uo- 
feng， who has proposed “big 
economic growth” for China 
during 1978-1980 as Ppart of 
China's revised Fifth Five-Year 
Plan (1976-1980).

Phillips said Sino-US trade'fell 
27% in 1976 following five years

Mao's Nephew 


HONG KONG 一 Peking radio 
described the late Chairman 
Maos nephew, Mao Yuan-hsin，as 
a "tvrant”and said an antiparty 
faction he organized in northeast 
China to support the “gang of 
four” still was causing trouble.

Mainland bias.” 
OVERSEAS 

All of the students in the Berk- 
eley Chinese Chorus are from 
overseas，There are thirty - nine 
regular members that meet on a 
weekly basis and give several per- 
formances a year both within the 
university and out in the com- 
munity，Half are from Taiwan 
and half are from Hong Kong. 
Last year they performed on tele- 
vision，on other U.C. campuses， 
and in local festival celebrations， 
They receive $350 a year from 
A.S.U.C. funds. Most of the mem- 
bers are also participants in other 
activities that are sponsored by the 
Chinese Students Association，the 
umbrella organization with which 
the Chorus is affiliated . 

The “Chinese Students Asso- 
ciation has three hundred student 
members that officially represents 
both local and foreign Chinese 
students. 卫 very week the Associa- 
tion offers social，cultural and 
athletic programs in addition to a 
newsletter that is printed once or 
twice during the quarter，Meost 
functions are inCantonese though 
non-Cantonese ，speaking ”Chi- 
nese are welcome to join All 
members pay an annual fee of two 
dollars and the revenue from 
membership plus the $1,500 given 
by A.S.U.C. supports the Pro- 
grams. 

THEATER 

Another organization under the 
auspices ot the Association is the 
Asian Living Theater. This drama 
group，beginning in 1967，was 
formed by students in the Asso- 
ciation._ They perform ”Plays 
written by such famous twentieth 
century writers as Lu Hsun. They 
also write their own plays on issues 
that they feel are relevant to the 
lives of overseas students，This 
past year the twenty-odd members 
of the group wrote a Play coll- 
ectively. The major theme was the 
social dilemmas and problems a 
foreign student faces in the United 
States. They performed this play 
for the Chinese Student Associa- 
tion and also in Chinatown. With 
only three people organizing， 
writing and directing，the group 
manages to put on plays through- 
out the _ school year，A.S.U.C， 
gives $300 to the Living Theater 
during the course of an academic 
year，Like the Chorus，they are 
careful to avoid explicitly political 
Subjects and not to aim criticism at 
any one particular grouP，

OUTRAGED 

One group，Students for a 
Better Understanding of Free 
China，was established last April 
by forty students who were out- 
raged by several articles that had 
appeared in the Daoily Galifor- 
nian (U.C，students newspaper) 
one month previously. These Tai- 
wanese students took direct action 
and formed this organization to 
inform the public about their 
country and to，in the words of 
one member，at least clarify some 
of the wrong images”that they 
said the DailyCal had created.The 
articles accused the Taiwan gover- 
nment of spying on Chinese 
students here at the University of 
California. The spokesman for the 
group saidq that this information 
was false and misleading. He said 
that the main Purpose of his 
Organization is to Promote 3a 
positive image of Taiwan， They 
try to do this by showing movies， 
celebrating traditional Chinese 
festivals and sponsoring Pictorial 
exhibitions on the cultural richness 
and_ economic development of 
Taiwan; The students publish a 
Sixty Page quarterly entitled “Free 
Press.” It consists of artic- 
les arguing against Communism 
and analyzing recent develop-

The organization sponsors dis- 
cussion groups on political and 
cultural topics of interest to its 
members, These meetings are not

The expenses incurred by the 
Programs are paid for by the stu- 
dents themselves since they do not 
have A.S.U.C. funding. They are 
hopeful that they will be granted 
funds for the coming year and that 
the A.S.U.C. senate w 训 “look at 
both sides and not view us with a 
bias.”

FACTS 

The political adqversary of this 
group is The Students for a Better 
Understanding of China，They 
show movies and invite speakers to 
talk on _ cultural，Ppolitical and 
economic growth in the PRC. This 
grOup has existed for over three 
years and，in the words of one 
member， "tries to _ counter the 
distortions (about China) by 
giving facts.”They receive ap- 
proximately $1,300 from 
A.S.U.C， for programs schedul- 
ed throughout the academic year. 

Members of the organization 
did not disclose any figures on the 
size of the organization because 
they said that this information 
could be used against them by 
people on the “right.”The student 
constituency is about one half 
from Taiwan and one half from 
Hong Kong. They said that their 
vulnerability to the Taipei govern- 
ment made it impossible for them 
to _ give any details as to the 
structure of their organization , 

Optimistic about the effects that 
normalization would have on stu- 
dent_ politics they said that “让 
would encourage a lot of people. 
They would not be so afraid to 
come to events sponsored by our 
group.” 

FRIENDSHIP 

Another leftist group on 
campus,， but one that is consider- 
ably less covert，is The Campus 
Committee of the U.S$.-China 
People's Friendship Association. It 
is a local branch of the national 
organization whose main goal is 
“to “ promote mutual under- 
standing and call for full diplo- 
matic relations _ between China 
andtheU,S,” 


The Campus Committee was es- 
tablished in 1975 with the arrival 
of the archaeological exhibition 
from the ， Peoples “ Republic， 
Formation of the committee be- 
gan two years Previous to the 
exhibition，but student interest 
reached its height in 1975 and 
early 1976. Since then，a spokes- 
man for the committee said，at- 
tendance at films，lectures，slide 
shows and discussions has de- 
creased. Of the twentvy organizers 
that were active in 1975，only ten 
remain. The reason，he said，was 
that little attention has been given 
to_recruiting new members and 
many of the old ones have 
graduated. 

Only two or three of the ten 
members are Chinese and the rest 
are Americans with one or two 
minority students,A;S.U.C, allo- 
cates two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars a year for the committee， 

The national organization ex- 
pects them to support themselves 
financially though tbhey are PrIo- 
vided with speakers and films 
from other chapters of the organ- 
ization，

OAKLAND 一 Keith Tom was 
the kind of 17-year-old boy who 
worked while he wemt to school， 
who always remembered his 
brothers and sisters birthdays and 
who always helped others， 

The men who killed him are the 
kind who can laugh as they walk 
away from a dying youth, casually 
eating chocolate cookies they had 
just stolen . 

The robbery at the West End 
Market，1000 Wood St.，gained 
the two robbers $40. 

They apparently shot young 
Keith because he qidnot move fast 
enough to suit them , 

DAY OFF 

The boy's father saiq that his 
son had gone to the market to help 
the family of his girlfriend，Sonia 
Yip，17，because her father was 
not feeling well. 

It was Keith Tom's day off at a 
downtown gas station where he 
worked full-time although he had 
graduated from Oakland High 
School only last Thursday and was 
already enrolled at Merritt Col- 
lege. 

Young Keith wanted to be a 
pharmacist or a dentist. 

But at 4:30 p,m. yesterday 
Keith Tom was standing near the 
counter of the West End Market 
when two men, one of them carry- 
ing a gun, entered the store， 

When the youth did not move

FORTY YEARS SERVING IN CHINATOWN

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Dr. FE. $， 
Dick Wichman has lived his life 
for Cod through his own 
discipline of prayer，work，wor- 
ship and study. His retirement in 
October will conclude a forty year 
ministry in San Franciscos China- 
town andq thirty years as the 
director of Cameron House-. 

His concepts of prayer，work， 
worship and study have not only 
been the guidelines in his own life， 
but the projected theme of the 
Presbyterian Church in China- 
town and Cameron House during 
his vears of service. 

FIELD WORK 

Wichman's introduction into 
the Chinese community came in 
the year 1937._ In order to 
graduate from the San Francisco 
Theological Seminary, he fulfilled 
his required three year part=time 
field work at the Presbyterian 
Church in Chinatown. 

While working weekends at the 
church，the young seminarian 
was SUrprised that there was no 
leadership training for the large 
number of English speaking 
youths. It wasthen that he tried to 
start his first leadership training 
class. 

After graduating from seminary 
and marrying Lois Chadsey， 
Wichman spent several years in 
Southern California， but once 
again was called to fulfill the need 
for youth work at the Chinatown 
YMCA as a program director. 

CAMPS 

Some of his most memorable 
experiences were at the YMCA， 
where he was secretary of the 
Boy's Work Program，There he 
was able to share skills in 
organizing clubs， athletic pro- 
grams and in camps. 

After five years，VWichman was 
invited by the Board of National 
Missions ”of the “Presbyterian 
Church to organize youth work 
and to_ continue counseling ser- 
Vices atCameron House. 

Since Wichman began work at 
Cameron House in -1947， 
innumerable changes and services 
have been open to the elderly and 
young.

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DRY HONG KONG BEGINS 
WATER RATIONING

HONG KONG 一 This colonial 
enclave is sharing the same plight 
as 9an Francisco in water 
shortage， Since the beginning o 
June there has been water ration- 
ing 一 that is，the supply is cut o 插 
from 10 p.m. until 6 a.m. the next 
morning， Most people here are of 
the opinion that this shut-of 引 
beriod actually encourages more 
consumption of water largely 
through waste， 

Some people who have relatives 
and friends in San Erancisco 
Teceived word from that city 
saying that the reported rationing 
of water there puts a reduction of 
certain actual consumption and 
that if the limit is exceeded water 
charges would cost much more. It 
is believed this system will oblige 
consumers to use less water during 
the current period of shortage. 

STORAGE 

In Hong Kong,waterconsumers 
Store UP lots of water before 10 
p.m，when there is not much 
occasion for consumption. In the 
morning when supply through 
faucets is resumed the store water 
is poured away to make room for 
new storage in the evening. 

In the high rise apartments， 
water is generally stored in tanks 
on tops of the buildqings where dirt 
is often accumulated over the 
months. When the water level in 
the tanks is low, the dirt and dregs 
go down with the water to differ- 
ent apartments below. Such water 


']ooks and smells dirty，and much 


is allowed to go down the drain in 
the hope that fresh water wii 
come after the stale Supply is 
exhausted， 

Local _ residents shudder at 
recalling the acute water shortage 
in 1962, when a three-hour supPply 
came once every four davs. 
Chinese newspapers dqescribed one

Rains in Kwangtung not only 
put an end to the drought there 
but bring some relief to Hong 
Kong, because another channel of 
Supply is from the 下 ast River in 
Kwangtung to Hong Kong via a 
pipeline. The East River is abonut 
30 miles north of this port city， 

This supply has been avail- 
able at very reasonabjle charge as a 
gesture of goodwill of the Chinese 
Government toward Hong 天 ong， 
The suggestion was made by Ho 
Yin， chairman of the Macau 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce， 
through the late Sir Tsun-nin 
Chau, a member of the 了 xecutive 
Council here. This was accepted 
by the colonial authorities which 
insisted on paying for the water 
and not gratuitous as Peking 
offered on the recommendation of 
Ho Yin . 

Hong Kong has to request the 
Kwangchow authorities to_ extend 
the supply from July when the 
contract will be renewed. Rainfall 
in the immediate future seems 
Drecarious， 

IRONY 

Rain is nevertheless expected 
here later in June，July and 
through August when typhoon is 
sure to hit this area to be follow- 
ed usually by heavy downpours， 
The irony is that .typhoon 
generallvy brings havoc and even 
casuajties to places like Hong 
Kong，the Philippines，Okinawa 
and Japan. 

Tourism as a main source of 
income to Hong Kong is not 
affected by water shortage during 
the _ Present sweltering weather， 
because hotels have sufficient stor- 
age to Imeet the needs of guests. 
Some hotels have their own wells 
and one plush hotel even has a 
desalting Plant. 国
